The Issue Notification mailed August 1, 2007 states the determination of Patent Term 
Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) as 597 days. Applicant has calculated the patent term 
adjustment and determines that the correct period of adjustment may be 341 days. 

i) Applicant calculates a credit of 297 days for PTO delay for failing to mail a 
notification under 35 U.S.C. 132 or a notice of allowance under 35 U.S.C. 151 not 
later than 14 months after the date on which the application was filed under 35 U.S.C.
